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Continuation of 1 1 : The applicant has argued that the generated IMSI value is realted only to the subscriber's own carrier, and has ho 
relation to the destination.carrier to which a message might subsequently be sent. However the examiner points out withing the 
papdopoulos reference discloses wherein the subscriber identity module can be performed either in the subscriber identity module or in 
the mobile switching center, in which latter case the mobile terminal sends a request to the mobile switching center and the new identity is 
communicated to the mobile terminal and thus to the subscriber identity module via an air interface of the mobile radio system.
